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The King’s English Comes - 
In Clear on Radios Here 


Early-Rising St. Louisans Tune.in on London 
Broadcast of Opening of India 
Conference. 


The King’s English as uttered by 
the King in person, tHe persua- 


sive voice and grand r’s of Ram- 
say MacDonald—and a lot of lusty 
British coughing—came .to St. 
Louis by radio today with extraor- 
dinary clarity. 
It was 6 a. m. 
noon in London. King George 
V, Prime Minister MacDonald, 
the Prime Ministers of British 
dominions and the Princes and 
Ministers of India were gathering 
to open a Round Table Conference 
on Indian Affairs. Eeavy-lidded 
St. Louisans were groping for the 
dials of receiving’ sets to tune in 
on their choice of local stations, 
KSD, KMOX or KWK. 
The National Broadcasting 
chains, through KSD anil KWK, 
announced, “We will now try to 
tune in London, England.” A brief 
pause, and the King’s voice came 
across the Atlantic as clearly as the 
American announcer’s through the 
local stations. “Jt affords me 
much satisfaction to welcome’— 
Radio fans—or royalty fans, in 
case Shaw's latest play, “The Apple 
Cart,” has multiplied them—had 
their first opportunity to learn pre- 
cisely what this King’s English is 
like. It was his second interna- 
tional hroadcast, but static so inter- 
fered when he opened the Lon- 
don naval conference last January 
that what he said and how he said 
it had to be guessed. There was 
no static today, and even the 
“whooosh” that somewhere creeps

SHOWERS OF LEONDS 
DUE TOMORROW NIGHT 


‘Expected to Make Some 
: Showing. 


The long lost swarm of Leonids, 
“shooting stars’ having their ra- 
diants in the constellation Leo, is 


expected by asironomers to give 
some indication tomorrow, Fri- 
day and Saturday nights as to 
whether it will keep its 33-year 
rendezvous in 1932 after having 
snubbed waiting scientists in 1899. 

It skies are clear some 
meteors should be visible to St. 
Louis observers, probably best in 
the hours between midnight and 
dawn. 

Should the meteors appear in 
appreciable numbers, it is likely 
that the great star showers of 1799, 
1833 and 1866 “when fireballs fell 
like rain” will be repeated two 
years hence. 

Although records of the Leonids 
exist in Chinese, Arabic and Eu- 
ropean annals as far back as 902, 
they first attracted widespread in- 
terest in the shower of 1833 after 
Baron von Humboldt, German 
traveler, had described their ap- 
pearance from South America in 
1799. 

When the \Leonids reappeared in 
1866 as many as 3000 an hour 
were counted. Astronomers, con- 
fidently predicting their return in 
1899, made elaborate preparations 
for observation. But the main 
swarm of meteors failed to ap- 
pear, considerably shaking public 
faith in astronomy. 

One explanation of the failure 
was that Jupiter, swinging close to 
the main body in 1899 and 1900, 
was able to sidetrack the group. 
Whether this or tike perturbations 
may again switch out the swarm 
across the earth’s orbit exactly at 
the critical date in 1932 is a matter 
of speculation. 

Some Leonids ‘appear annually 


only if this year’s display is un- 
usually brilliant is it proba-le that 
the great swarm will swoop 
through the earth’s atmosphere in 
its appointed rendezvous.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. “12.— 
Bainbridge Colby, Secretary of State 
under President Wilson, in an 
Armistice day speech last night 
gaid {t was “sad to think the Dem- 
ecratic party feels it necessary. to 
assure the country that it has no 
intention of pursuing a policy of 
obstruction” in matters of large 
public concern. 

Colby, addressing the Women’s 
Democratic Club, said the recent 


'gtatement of seven Democratic 


leaders “pledging Democratic sup-~- 
port to a repudiated administra- 
tion” was read — “mingled feel- 
ings. 

“Since when has it been the pol- 
icy of the Democratic party to con- 
tent itself with the mere discom- 
fiture of its opponents?” he asked. 
“a Senator is a Senator of the 
United States, whether he be Dem- 
ocratic or Republican, and country 
ever speaks with a clearer note and 
a higher summons than party. 

“To the extent that the mani- 
festo of the seven voices this truth, 
it is acceptable to the Democratic 
party, although it relapses into fee- 
ble bombast and its general lack of 
well articulated reasoning leaves 
much to be‘desired as to its form. 

“Tf, on the other hand, it was de- 
signed, as is widely suspected, to 
allay the justified apprehensions of 
the privileged and exploiting inter- 
ests, who, scornful of our futile ef- 
forts at governmental regulation, 
have trafficked in the public wealth 
to their vast and undeserved en- 
richment, while too long enjoying 
an almost official immunity for 
their acts, then I say the poultice 

will prove to be dry and worthless.

Says One Side in Struggle Seeks 
to Remove Alf Limit 
on Profits. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Nov. 12.—Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York, 
speaking at Armistice day exercises 
of the Massachusetts Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, last night urged 
public support for what he termed 
a war to bring about development 
and distribution of public utilities 
at lowest possible cost. 

“Today in this field of war,” he 
said, “two armies are drawn up— 
one seeking to break down the dis- 
tinctions between the utilities and 
other forms of industry, seeking to 
free the utilities from all limita- 
tions of profit for personal gain— 
and on the other side, that more 
modern army which seeks the de- 
velopment and distribution of those 
utilities at lowest cost for the pri- 
mary good of the great mass of 
the people who must have them if 
they are to maintain the standards 
of their neighbors and of the civili- 
zation of today. 

“If the electricity and power and 
telephones in our homes, if the 
transportation which takes us to 
and from our vocations, have the 
element of public necessity, then 
they must not be made the instru- 
ments of unreasonable profit to 
private individuals who numerically 
repreesnt only a very small percent- 
age of the users of the service. 
“This particular war will con- 
tinue without question until general 
recognition is accorded to the fun- 
damental principle that public 
service is a public trust. Consid- 
ering how recently this conflict has 
begun, we have made, I think, 
greater progress than along the en- 
tire public battle front. Read the 
general verdict of the public press 
that events of only a few days past 
have shown emphatically in all 
parts of the country, that the peo- 
ple as a whole are determined to 
insist that the control of our Gov- 
ernment be placed in the hands of 
those who believe in the proper and 
fair regulation and ordering of our 
public utilities.”

These differences appeared t 
decrease the prospects of redching 
an agreement on this important is- 
sue and the drafting of a general 
disarmament treaty.

HERE was a slight trembling 
as, 480 feet below the surface, 
the crude string of tools 
dropped into a pocket. The trem- 
bling became a dull rumbling, like 
distant thunder, and the rumbling 
@ rapidly swelling roar until there 
burst from the mouth of the rough 
casing a mighty column of i1.1ud, 
oil and water, borne on the driving 
fist of a tremendous pressure that 
‘rocketed tools and equipment high 
into the air. 
The drillers cheered. At last. 
after two years of slow, plodding 


were rich. 
But their cheering was_ short- 
lived: The dark stream soon 


thinned out and then disappeared 
altogether, leaving only a colorless 
substance escaping into the air and 
a roaring noise that seemed to 
mock them, The well was a failure 
it seemed, for they had struck,‘ 
not oil, but a gas pocket. 

For days the terrific pressure 
blasted millions of cubic feet of 
natural gas into the atmosphere in 
an ignorant waste that would make 
the gas producer of tdédday weep, 
while the owners of the well stood 
around disconsolately and won- 
dered if any oil would follow. 
Finally, after weeks of waiting, 
they gave up hope. Some months 
afterward the roaring gas jet was 
ignited and the towering torch 
lighted the countryside for miles 
around, symbol ef a later day when 
natural gas would be burned for 
heat and power in home and in- 
dustry.

in 1865. 
As a mA&tter of fact, natural gas 
is as old as petroleum in the ex- 
perience of men. But bacaus» it 
was often practically invisible, ‘g-° 
norance shrouded this masquerad- 
ing giant of power in a veil of su- 
perstition for many centuries. The 
ancient oracle of Delphi’ is said to 


have been situated near natural 
gas fissures. According to the 
story, a shepherd noticed that some 


of his goats wandered about queer- 
ly in a certain spot. Going over to 
investigate, he felt a certain light- 
ness coming over him. Villagers 
came to his call and immediately 
experienced the same _ dizziness, 
talking in disjointed sentences. So 
they concluded that a god must 
live there who had cast a super- 
natural] spell on the place, and ac- 
cordingly built a temple on the 
spot. 

The Chinese and Japanese may 
have been superstititious too, but 
apparently they didn’t let their 
fears blind them-to the useful na- 
ture of the product. Plenty of evi- 
dence has been found to show that 
these people burned natural gas 
and even transported it in crude 
lines made of bamboo or animal in- 
testines. History is full of similar 
instances. But it was not until 1821 
that the first gas well was sunk 
near a spring at Fredonia, N. Y.—a 
good 38 years before Col. Drake's 
historical oil well at Titusville. Like 
petroleum, however, gas had been 
discovered before while boring for 
salt. 

Between superstition, ignorance, 
and, later, mechanical difficulties 
of production and transportation, 
it has taken man many centuries to 
tame the “wild spirit’ of prehis- 
toric times and put it to work for 
him. A natural gas pjpe line map 
of the United States would show a 
connecting maze of gas lines in 
many parts of the country, yet not 
so very many years ago natural g@¢ 
was only a by-product, a waste 
thot had to be biown off some- 
times before the oil came; or, at 
best, something that held the pres- 
sure which carried petroleum to 
the surface and saved a certain 
amount of pumping. 

ATURAL gas operations repre- 
sent literally an “industry with- 
in an industry.” Yet the busi- 
ness of producing, transporting, 
storing, and marketing this product 
differs ‘widely from that of petrole- 
um in many respects. 

Consider production. In appear- 
ance a gas field looks very much 
like an oil field to the layman. 
There are much the same derricks, 
tools, tool sheds and pipelines. But 
the problem of pressure is much 
more vital in gas operations. The 
producer cannot put his well on the 
pump, as the oil man can/ when 
the pressure fails. And the first 
well down in a new field, naturally 
enough, gets the full pent-up pres- 
sure of the entire area, which may 
be considerably reduced by the 
time other bits reach the gas-bear- 
ing sand. .On the other hand, pres- 
sure is not always an indication of 
how prolific a field is likely to 
prove. Many an apparently prom- 
ising area has come suddenly into 
being, yielding abundant stores 


as suddenly gone dead. 

Just as difficult is the problem 
of transportation. Where the oil 
man can ship his product by pipe- 
line, tanker, tank car, by barge, in 
barrels, or in any other way that 
emergency may suggest, the gas 
producer has only one channel of 
transportation—pipelines. 

NE of ‘the most perplexing 
problems, however, which the’ 
‘industry thas had to face— 
one which has largely been solved | 
by developments entirely without’ 
its sphere—has been that of 
marketing.

fields, natural gas could be sup- 
plied cheaper, very often, than the 
manufactured product. But here 
the industry was up against the 
problem of seasonal demand. In- 
evitably, extremely cold days mul- 
tiplied the drain on his pipe-line 
system eight to 10 times. Just 
as surely, morning and evening 
drew heavily on the lines, with 
consumption ~comparatively slack 
during the day. Natural gas can 
not be manufactured as needed. If 
the supply is too great, the product 
must be kept ig the ground. If it 
runs short, the producer has to 
find new fields if he expects to 
stay in business. 

Let’s see what the industry has 
done to get around these obstacles. 

First of all, there is far less 
waste than in the old days. Sel- 
com does one see gas blown wan- 
tonly into the air from wells sunk 
into strata containing both gas 
and oil. The former is far too use- 
ful for re-pressuring oil sands—to 
say nothing of its commerfia] 
value—to throw away. Next is 
the matter of storage. The pro- 
ducer today has found that by 
far the most efficient and eco- 
nomical method of storing his 
product is right in the ground 
from which is came. 

It has been the widespread 
growth of industry and manufac- 
turing, however, which in the last 
analysis has changed the whole 
outlook of natural gas markets, 
given the producer an incentive 
for seeking new and richer fields, 
and economically justified the huge 
capital expenditures for lines from 
producing areas to industrial cen- 
ters. 

The. United States is the great- 
est manufacturing nation in the 
world. Nor are the factories and 
industrial plants of the country 
now crowded into the Northern 
States, as they were in former 
years. Today industry thrives in 
the South and West, where former- 
ly cotton pickers crooned in the 
sun and cattle roamec the plains. 
The natural gas business was quick 
to realize that here was a chance 
for mutual development. Its new 
customer would consume gas _ in 
large quantities, and at a com- 
paratively uniform rate throughout 
the year. in return, the industry 
could offer him the cleanest fuel 
known to science with a_ high heat- 
ing value of approximately 1000 
‘British thermal units per cubic 
foot, one that btrns completely 
with not smoke or ash. 


T has been estimated that there 
| are over $4,000,000,000 invested 

in the United States today in the 
various producing and marketing 
areas scattered over the map, with 
thousands of miles of trunk and 
feeder lines, like spider webs in a 
garret. The output of energy from 
natural gas burned in the United 
States during 1929 was estimated 
to be equivalent to 527,000,000,000 
kilowatt hours—nearly six times 
the total production of electricity 
for the same period. Known fields, 
with improved methods of comput- 
ing reserves, give the industry al- 
most unlimited supplies of raw 
material to work with. Texas Pan- 
handle and the Monroe-Richland 
field alone can assure the indus- 
trial markets of the South and 
Middle West of adequate resources 
for mahy years to come. Yet all 
these assets of supply, scientific 
methods and expanding markets 
which nature, their own inventive- 
ness and evolving conditions have 
given the men engaged in natural 
gas operations, might well prove to 
be so many stones, yielding no 
profit, were it not for one thing. 
The industry has found to a re- 
markable extent the way to real 
practical co-operation. 

The natural gas business is not 
@ one-man fob, so to speak. The 
product itself is easily susceptible 
of waste; and producing areas, 
unless scientifically drawn upon, 
may lose much gas that never 
reaches the market. The laying of 
lines from field to market involves 
the expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars. In distributing the product 
to numerous towns along the right 
of way, as well as at the destina- 
tion of the main line, countless lo- 
cal interests have to be taken into 
consideration. 

Here, then, is an invaluable nat- 
ural resource. To bring it from its 
age-old prison, thousands of feet 
under the earth, to the burners of 
various industries in widely sepa- 
rated parts of the country, calls 
into play hundreds of varying in- 
terests. Producer, lan@ owner, en- 
gineer, municipality, consumer, 
scores of others, all have their 
rights; all must be considered. The 
tiniest cog can wreck the whole 
machine.

Increase Granted Under 
Temporary Federal In- 
junction to Be Attacked 
by Municipality. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 12.— 
The increased street car fares put 
into effect here more than a year 
ago having failed to produce the 
expected increase in revenue, the 
City’s Public Utilities Bureau has 
recommended a return to the old 
fares. 

The increased rates permitted 
by a temporary order of the Fed- 


leral District Court are 10 cents 


cash, three tickets for 25 cents. 
The old rate was 7 cents and the 
Utilities Bureau advocates its res- 
toration by means of tokens at the 
rate of five for 35 cents, 

The Bureau in a report to City 
authorities estimated that the rev- 
enue of the Louisville Railway Co., 
operating the street car system, for 
the full year 1930 will fall short 
of the revenue for 1929 by $95,- 
000, whereas an increase of $416,- 
000 was sought by the company 
through the rise in fares. 

The fare case will come up for 


further hearing before the Federal 
Court next month. The present 
rates are charged under a tempor- 
ary injunction; the city will resist 
making it permanent and will seek 
to have it dismissed. 
The report of the Utilities Bureau 
places a rate-making valuation of 
$16,777,368 .upon the company’s 
property as compared with $22,- 
228,386 claimed by the company in 
its petition to the Federal Court 
resulting in the temporary injunc- 
tion. Since then the company has 
sold its power plant and sub-sta- 
tions to the local electric light 
company for $3,000,000. The city 
will rely upon the Bureau’s valua- 
tion in its fight against the higher 
fares. 
Several important operating 
economies were recommended by 
the Bureau and some of the com- 
pany’s accounting methods were 
attacked. The depreciation allow- 
ance should be reduced from $175,- 
000 to $104,500 a year, the report 
said. The item of $229,000 for of- 
fice salaries and expenses in the 
year 1929, an increase of $54,000 
in a period when the general pay 
roll was reduced $158,000, was 
criticised.

PEIPING, Nov. 12.—Millions of 
years af0 a mammoth shovel- 
toothed mastodon about to become 


a mother bogged with a herd of 
her kind in a mudhole in the then 
fertile Gobi Desert. Trapped in 
the Gobi quicksands, shé and her 
companion mastodons died before 
she could give birth to a baby 
mastodon. 

The Central Asiatic Expedition, 
headed by Dr. Roy Chapman An- 
drews, found the boghole and the 
remains of the herd, among the 
most perfect of the skeletons being 
that of the mother mastodon, still 
carrying the smaller bones of the 
infant pachyderm. 

Walter C. Granger, chief paleon- 
tologist of the expedition, re- 
moved the small animal from the 
rest of the skeleton, and is bringing 
it back with the other finds to the 
New York Museum of Natural His- 
tory, which now will have a com- 


ed mastodons, technically known as 
platybelodon.

CONGRESS AND MUSCLE SHOALS.~ 

Senator McNary of Oregon, a Republican in good 
standing, speaks advisedly when he says the recent 
election was a clear mandate to Congress on the 
subject of electric power development. And nowhere 
else was public sentiment so imperatively registered 
as in the Senator’s home State of Oregon, which 
elected Governor a man without political background 
running as an independent on the issue of electric 
power regulation. ' 

The Senator, therefore, is carrying out popular in- 
struction in his decision, as soon as Congress con- 
venes, to press for the adoption of the Norris bill 
providing for public operation of Muscle Shoals. It 
is likely, too, that fhe House which strangled the bill 
at the last session by substituting the plan of Repre- 
sentative Reece, has experienced a change of heart. 
For Mr. Reece, nothwithstanding the President’s in- 
dorsement of his position during the primary, was de 
feated for re-election ‘by his Tennessee constituency. 

Political behaviorism aside, it does seem as if 
Congress, after 10 wasted, chattering years, might 
apply common sense to the Muscle Shoals proposi- 
tion. The Muscle Shoals plant represents an invest- 
ment by the Government of more than $120,000,000.

Revolution has reduced the Toledo 
peasant to pretty much the same 
eartorial status as the peasant from 
North Carolina or Michigan. But 
ene may assume that the bright 
flame of her temperament is in 
itself a proof of the continuing 
vitality of the people from which 
she sprang. 

The dancer's program was made 
up of new and old material in 
about equal parts. One of the 
most provocative of the new num- 
bers was the excerpt from Goyes- 
cas by Granados. This dance was 
not.an abstraction of the Goya can- 
vasses for Goya’s art was wrought 
in a different spirit. There were 
no overtones of malice in the 
graceful volutes of Argentine's 
gown or in the worldly humors of 


her postures’ movements of the 
hand and facial expressions. It 
was more a distillation of all the 
romantic elements found in the 


Goya period. 

Another new number which com- 
bined a high pictorial effectiveness 
with a rich poetic allusiveness was 
the “Cielo de Cuba,” a dance which 
managed to impart a fairly com- 
plete impression of the ethnologi- 
cal ferments in that West Indian 
isle. The Spanish and Negroid ele- 
ments were both in evidence but 
synthethized into a harmonious 
whole. 

Still another new and effective 
dance was the Iberian choreogra- 
phic drama with music by Joaquin 
Nin. In this Mme.  Argentina’s 
dancing carried the whole burden 
for the music was not up to the 
standard of the remainder of tire 
program.

URGED BY CHURCH ALLIANCE 


Disarmament Conference and U. 8. 
Entrance Into World Court Also

suggestion that the “people of 
America would welcome restraint”

Higher on Upturn

NEW YORK, Nov. 12. — The

The market declined 1 to 4 
points during the morning, re- 
flecting, disappointment over the 
uncertain character of yesterday’s 
rally, but the unexepected news 
of an advance in copper from 9% 
to 10 cents a pound, together with 
rumors of further advances to 
come, caused a (flurry of short 
covering, piling up. total sales of 
3,400,000 shares. 

American Telephone, after drop- 
ping four points to a new low at 
178%, rallied more than eight 
from the bottom. United States 
Steel closed up three points at 144, 
after selling. below 140. 
closed off % at 14, after touching 
125%. Allied Chemical, Eastman 
and Case each gained five, net, and 
shares closing two to four higher

Trade Large on Rise. 
The recent tendency of trading 
to accelerate on declines was re- 
versed today, and activity was the 
swiftest on the advance. More 
than 1,000,000 shares were traded 
in the last hour alone. The short 
covering movement was acceler- 
ated by various unconfirmable ru- 
mors disconcerting to the bears. 
It was widely reported in broker- 
age circles that a favorable state- 
ment was forthcoming from 24 
prominent banking official, but 
this could not be confirmed. 
Leading commodities moved up. 
Wheat futures gained 1 to 2% 
cents. Corn futures were steady 
to firm, showing narrow changes. 
Cotton gained about $1 a bale. 
The day’s industrial develop- 
ments, however, were largely cheer- 
ing after making due allowances 
for the normal seasonal trends at 
this time. Freight car loadings, as 
reported for the week ended Nov. 
1, showed a decline of about 2% 
per cent from the previous week, 
which was smaller than is expected 
for that period. That week's re- 
duction for the past three years has 
averaged 5% per cent. 

Copper Rise Surprise. 

The stiffening of copper prices 
came as a pleasant surprise, and 
was regarded in financial circles as 
a favorable augury, in view of the 
fact that the decline in commodity 
prices has now run for 15 months, 
which is about equivalent to the 
length of the decline in the major 
periods of deflation of 1893 and 
1921. Wall has been disappointed 
in its hopes that commodity prices 
were scraping bottom several times 
since last June, but in the light of 
past history, its present hopes 
seemed to have some basis. The 
history of past periods of depres- 
sion, furthermore, show that busi- 
ness begins to improve when the 
curve of commodity prices flattens 
out, and may work upward for sev- 
eral months before a general up- 
turn occurs in commodities. 

The copper statistics for October 
showed a slight gain in stocks 
above ground, but this may have 
been attributable to the fact that 
some of the larger producers have 
been declining to sell at the recent 
low prices. The weekly statistics 
from the oil industry, which along 
with copper has been seriously af- 
fected by overproduction, were the 
most favorable in several weeks. 
Gasoline stocks, which have been 
increasing steadily of late, dropped 
203.000 barrels, to a level slightly 
below that of a year ago. A sub- 
stantial reduction in crude output 
was also achieved. 

Steel Industry Situation. 
The weekly steel trade reviews 
showed further pronounced slump 
in ingot output. Iron Age placed 
operations at 44 per cent of capac- 
ity, the lowest of the year, against 
48 a week ago. Such a decline 
early in November is in keeping 
with the expected seasonal trend, 
but starting from the recent low 
levels makes an unusually adverse 
showing. 

Steel trade circles hope, how- 
ever, that the sharp decline in pro- 
duction, together with the firm 
stand against further price reduc- 
tions recently initiated by U. &.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Nov. 
12.—Three Cape Giratdeau men 
narrowly escaped death late Mon- 
day afternoon, when an airplane 
in which they were returning to the 
city from a quail hunt crashed into 
a tree top two miles south of Mil- 
lersville and was demolished. 

MildDurn Mille, pilot of the ship, 
a biplane, was not injured.

‘James “Rip” Collins, the sensa- 
_tional young slugger from Roches- 
ter, has been purchased by the 
Cardinals from the International 


League farm, Secretary Clarence 
Lloyd announced this morning. It 
has been understood for some time 
that Collins would be a candidate 
for the first base job at the 1931 
training camp, but it was not until 
yesterday that the Redbirds com- 
pleted the formality of buying his 
contract. 

The last batting averages of the 
International League showed that 
Collins played in 167 “games and 
compiled a batting average of .381. 
Only gne regular outbatted him. 
Wrightstone of Newark and Buffa- 
lo toppeu his percentage with .387, 
but played in only 107 games. 

Going to bat 619 times, Collins 
made 236 hits for 425 total bases 
and drove in 176 runs... His safe- 
ties included 31 doubles, 19-triples 
and 40 home runs, the turn-around 
first sacker being among the lead- 
“Rip” 
alsq laid down 17 sacrifices and 
managed to steal eight bases. Col- 
ling crossed the plate 163 times in 
the 167 games. 

Collins, who is 25 years old, is 
conceded an excellent chance of 
being the Cardinals’ regular first 
baseman next year and his record 
and ability have caused many per- 
sons to believe that the Cardinals 
will use Jim Bottomley in a trade. 
Dozens of scouts, looking over the 
Rochester team, sent word back to 
their clubs that Collins was a prize 
prospect and the Cardinals have re- 
ceived numerous tempting offers 
for him from clubs in both major 
leagues. 

Collins has played four. years of 
professional baseball. As a boy he 
worked around the mines near 
Johnstown, Pa., and played semi- 
professional ball. He drifted to 
Rochester, where he played on the 
sand lots and finally got a contract 
with Jersey City. In the transfer 
of franchises that followed the 
Cardinal move frgm Syracuse to 
Rochester, Collins became the 
property of the Cardinal organiza- 
tion. He helped win the pennant 
in 1928 and then in 1929 began to 
develop as a real star. That year 
he batted .315 and developed rap- 
idly as a long-distance hitter.

No Offer for Kress, 
Barrow Announces

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.— Someone 
has been tricking with the affec- 
tions of the St. Louis Browns few 
but faithful fans in the matter of 
“Red” Kress, the shortstop, who is 
to be made over into a third base- 
man next spring t>» make room for 
the flashy Jack Levy. 

St. Louis papers have charged 
that Joe McCarthy, new manager 
of the Yankées; has been guilty of 
a species of “tampering” because 
he was quoted as saying that he 
would pay a fine price in cash to 
get Kress for the 1931 New York 
team. 

As far as McCarthy is concerned 
the story is correct only in the 
statement that he would like to get 
Kress. He never made any cash 
offer or any other offer. This was 
confirmed yesterday by statements 
of Phil Ball, owner, and Bill Friel, 
business manager of the Browns, 
who were called on the telephone 
from this city by Ed Barrow, gen- 
eral manager of the Yankees. 

The Brown officials weren't wor- 
rying about the effect any yearning 
for their shortstop by the Yankees, 
manager would have on Kress, for 
they have his contract for 1931 in 
their possession now. 

Would Make Player Offer. 

“If ever a story was made out 
of whole cloth this is it,” said Bar- 
row after President Ball had told 
him the Browns knew nothing of 
any offér for Kress. “It is very 
unjust not alone to McCarthy but 
to the owner of the Browns. We 
are not foolish enough to think that 
a millionaire like Phil Ball would 
sell a star player for cash.

Starting an Argument. 
IKE DONOHUE, S8&t. Louis 
member of John Heydler’s 
staff of umpires, furnished a 
little fuel for the hot stove league 
yesterday in the form of a knotty 
problem for umpires, 

Here’s the situation: One out, 
runners on second and third. The 
batter hits a short fly to right 
field and the base runners, fearing 
it is to be caught, don’t take much 
of a lead. However, the baM drops 
safe and the runner on third 
crosses the plate. The runner who 
was on second also tries to score, 
but is thrown out at the plate by 
the right fielder. The catcher’s at- 
tention is attracted by the yelling 
of the first baseman and he relays 
the ball to first. The first sacker 
contends that the batter, who hit 
the short fly to right, failed to 
touch first base and the umpire 
upholds that contention and rules 
that batter out. 

Now the question is whether the 
run carried home by the runner 
who had beén on third base should 
be counted.
